Unless this is a quibble, which Is 
possible, it-would appear that the In- 
strument of transfer will apply to-Es- 
kimos but not to Indians. As the Es- 
kimo are legally Indians and the fed- 
eral government is equally responsible 
for both groups under the law and con- 
stitution, this ts difficult to explain. 

Why should one group of Indians be 
singled out for a treatment they have 
not sought? What rational argument 
can be made’ for separation when the 
fact Is that at Great Whale the” popula- 
thon is mixed, with Indian and Eskimo 
children attending the same school? 

Mr. Laing, who is obviously not the 
prime mover in this business, has re- 
peatedly insisted that the sole criterion 
must.be “the benefit to the primitive 
people concerned.”
